HomME DEPARTMENT NOTIFICATION No. F.-49-9-28 (PUBLIC), DATED SIMLA, THE 2ND 
June 1930. 

In supersession of the Home Department Notifications, No. 274-(Public), dated the 22nd 
August 1922, and the Jith April 1923, respectively, thé following new Warrant of 
Precedence for India which has been approved by His Majesty the King-Emperor of India, 
and which has received His Royal Sign Manual, is published for general information :— 
GEORGE R.1. 

GEoRGE V, by the Grace of God, of Great Britain, Ireland and the British Dominions 

beyond the Seas, King, Defender of the faith, Emperor of India. 
To all to whom these presents shall come :— 

Whereas it hath been represented unto Us that it is advisable that the rank and prece- 
dgnce of persons holding appointments in India as regulated by Our Royal Warrants, dated 
the 9th day of February 1922 and the 26th day of February 1923 should be altered.
